be heard the thunder of the falling 
pines and oaks. The path of the fire 
steadily widened, and the flames spread 
in several directions, completely envel­ 
oping the cedar swamps. By a changs 
of the wind the town of Absecon was 
saved from destruction, but the fire was 
guided from its old path into the midst 
of some of the most valuable young tim ­ 
ber in this region. 
Gradually the flames worked their 
way toward Conovertown, and by B 
o’clock p. rn. had reached the outskirts 
of the town. 
W hat few men there 
were about the fields or on the streets 
seized branches, sticks or shovels and 
hurried to the woods, hardly knowing 
where they were going or what they 
were going for. 
A panic had ensued 
among the women in the town. They 
rushed about madly, asking each other 
w hat they should do. 
The fire had 
driven the men who were fighting it 
back almost to their own doors. 
Finding the efforts to get the fixe 
under control useless, the men turned 
their attention to their homes. 
Tbs 
flames at this time were not over a 
quarter of a mile distant. 
It did not 
take long to 
remove 
their 
houa^ 
hold goods across the 
street 
and 
down into the open fields. 
Hardly 
was this accomplished when the fire 
burst out of the woods and ignited the 
houses, which were soon reduced to 
ashes. A strong wind aided in the de­ 
struction. 
All the wooded land in the 
direction of the shore road was burned, 
and the fire worked its way then in a 
northerly direction. 
At 5 o'clock the wind had gone down, 
which assisted the efforts made to get 
the fire under control. Still it was hard 
work, the water being scarce and many 
of the men out in the bay dredging for 
clams and oysters. The fire gradually 
worked its way to the town of Port Re­ 
public. 
It is estimated that the loss in tim ber 
alone will exceed $100,000. 
About dark fire broke out just west 
of Pleasantville. The house, with con­ 
tents, of Wesley Abbott was destroyed. 
By® o’clock West Pleasantville was 
surrounded by fire. 
M i l l v i l l e , 
N .

G en tlem en

The 
suggestion which I snail make to you in 
accordance with the custom usually oh* 
served, will be brie? and only upon jub- 
jeots of municipal importance. 
Prob­ 
ably *he most important power delegat­ 
ed to the council by the charter, is that 
which permits the oontrol cf the streets 
of the city and calls upon the common 
council to make such streets suitable for 
the purpotesfor which they are intended. 
It is of greit importance ho the public 
that tbs streets and highways be not on­ 
ly mam'aiaed, but that they be kept in 
such C3odition and repair that they may 
be used with safety and oonvenieuce. 
The statutes of the state req sires this 
as well as other municipal tic ti, to keep 
its streets in repair, and creates a liabil­ 
ity for damages caused by failure to do 
so. Neglect of duly has not only caused 
endless 
inconvenience, annoyance to 
travelers and damage to persons and 
property, bat h is been ft Mowed by num ­ 
erous aud many times large judgments 
against our oity which the tax payers 
have been compelled to pay. 
Whatever fault there may have been on 
the part of the conned m directly failing 
to oare for streets, I think that many 
times the fault has been more in not 
compelling the corporations who use our 
streets for their o * o purposes, to repair 
and replace the streets afrer they have 
done injury to them . 
A large amount cf 
money is annually expended by the city 
in repairing its various highways, aud 
it is teequently remarked that the result 
ta not apparent to observers, 
if there 
bas been any fault in this respect, it 
would seem to be largely owing to lack 
of systematic performance i f street work 
A little work is done bere. a little there, 
some io’oae ward, some in another, aud 
while this may be to sem e extent neces­ 
sary, still it occurs to ma that som e gen­ 
eral system might be devised and that 
general system constantly kept in 
view 
while at the same tim e tao necessary re­ 
pairs might ba ke^t up. 
Sirae such 
system was evidently in mind when it 
was provided in the charter thst 
within 
ten days sf »er his appointment the street 
commissioner should inspect [all t treets 
and highways of the city, and all thing 
and matters appertaining to them , 
aLd 
report to the common council, recom ­ 
mending what ought to bo done. 
This 
report should be made 
.anally by the 
a tree. com m ijaiooer, 
t ii borne in 


1889. Tfe&t power re*tiDg with the mas or 
public opinion has naturally thrown u p ­ 
on him toe burden of the entire *sloon 
question. Having that power aud bear­ 
ing the responsibility, and being aided 
by the resolution of the common conn­ 
ed, J endeavored to accomplish some­ 
thing by refuging license unless the ap­ 
plicant to:k bo h a wholesale and a re­ 
tail license. While some engaged in the 
business had a'ways taken out both li­ 
censes, the majority of them did not. 
and it being generally underwood that 
wnolesaling(in other words selling liquor 
to be drauh cif the premises, was com­ 
monly practiced by those who only had 
retail license, I sought to avoid this by 
requiring the doable license. 
The power which I then exercised I no 
longer have, as the law under which I 
acted was repealed by the legislature 
which bas just adjourned 
The entire 
responsibility rests again with the com­ 
mon council. 
Th a course, however, 
whish I have adopted baa evidently met 
with th- approval of the people of the 
city. 
I therefore recommend that the 
comme n council require ell applicants 
for license to take both the wholesale and 
retail license, and failing to dc that, that 
license be refused them. 
All the provisions of the Jaw on th 
subject of selling liquor are well known 
to the persons engaped lo tho business. 
They ara 
contained 
in 
the 
license 
granted; they are a part of it, aud those 
provisions should be observed. 
They 
ara a9 solemn and as binding as acy 
other business agreement, notwithstand­ 
ing which they are frequently aud heed­ 
lessly and wilfully disregarded. 
Annually many persons apply to the 
city authorities for license, the pro­ 
vision** of which they have therefore wil­ 
fully violated. This is not only a dwre- 
g a rlo fla w .b a t a violation of business 
principles. 
Snob a person is not en­ 
titled to the trust reposed by the grant­ 
ing of a license. I recommend therefore 
that persons that have had licenses here­ 
tofore. and who have been convicted of 
wilfully violating the provisions of the 
law, be absolutely and unconditionally 
refused license for the ensuing year. I 
recommend further thai license should 
only be granted to prober persons, and 
that persons who have kept disorderly 
houses should not be permitted to keep 
them node? license. 
I 
recommend 
farther that ne license be granted for the 
sale of liquor in the building used as 
a residence by the applicant for license. 
I do this because the practice is do­ 
me tai zing to the community, injurious 
to the family of the license, and because 
it renders a conviction for a violation of 
the HW almost, if not quite, impossible. 
There are ample provisions of the law 
prohibiting dice shaking, card playing 
sod all gambling devices in saloons. 
Regarding these a* the chief tributary to 
the saloon evils, I recommend tbe en­ 
forcement of the law against them. 
Such enforcement would prevent much 
harm now done by what is known as sa­ 
loon loafing. 
I farther recommend that whenever a 
person holding the license of the oity 
is convicted in court of wofully violating 
that license in any way, or the laws in 
relation to it, that his license be prompt­ 
ly revoked and that no other be granted 
to bim. It is well known that gambling 
places exist in our city, and that much 
bairn is done therein, especially to the 
young, and I recommend the most strict 
enforcement of the law against these 
places wherever they exist. 
It is unnecessary for me to speak of 
the value and importance of our city 
schools. W ithout recommendation on 
my part, I have no doubt the oouneil will 
continue in the future to liberally oare 
for them, and to in every way assist and 
support the Board of Education in its 
. conduct of them. My own interest in 
I and regard for them can never be ques­ 
tioned.

I recommend to the common cc anoil 
ta d ds highway, street and bridge eom- 
luutee, careful consideration of this eub- 
jsefc. I recommend farther that in car­ 
ing for the streets, some system be in- 
trodused as to the material whish is 
placed in tbe streets. 
It is not for me 
'ggesi what the material ehou'd be, 
t rather for tbe Connell to determine, 
aud whatever method is adopted to see 
that by it the streets era benefitted rath­ 
er than damaged. 
I have spoken of the use to which cor­ 
porations have put our streets in operat­ 
ing 
their 
different businesses. The 
rights which the city bas given them are 
absolutely necessary to their existence, 
and are of great pecuniary value to them. 
Without the right to use our streets gas 
companies, electric 
light 
companies, 
water power companies and street car 
companies would be unable to do busi­ 
es. It is asking little of them in re­ 
turn for this benefit that when they dis­ 
place the surface of our streets they 
should rep! ac a ti ’ 
and if this eimple 
request is not regarded, the legal reme­ 
dies chou d be uotasitaim gly resorted to. 
Careless, heedless performance of this 
duty should not be acquiesced in. 
Dig­ 
ging up the surfec3 of the streets and 
loosely throwing the dirt back into tbe 
excavation to fall and settle as it may, is 
not replacing the streets. 
The street 
commissioner shoal I examine the man­ 
ner in which work of thi3 kind is being 
done, and if being cl quo tmpropeily 
should report it to the council, and the 
council should take prompt and ener­ 
getic action. 
A few examples would 
teach the corporations that they can not 
disregard tbe rights cf tbe public in tbe 
public highways. A faiinre to observe 
these precautions has already resulted in 
serious and expensive litigation to the 
oity. Beyond this the streets of a city 
are an indication of its prosperity, ani 
nothing adds more to its attractiveness 
than well kept highways. 
Beyond tbe 
general provisions c f the law upon this 
subject, the corporations which are using 
our streets have guaranteed, in obtaining 
their respective franchises, to perform 
the particular duty which rests upon them 
regarding publio highways. These guar­ 
antees should be enforced by the coun­ 
cil. 
No better illustration of that neces­ 
sity exists than the condition m which 
the Street Railway company has left our 
pnneipal thoroughfares. That company 
has disgracefully violated its agreement 
aod obligation in that respect, and the 
common council 
bas 
permitted 
it. 
Property has been damaged again and 
again by the existing condition, end life 
and limb has been in dancer and tbe city 
treasury put in peril. 
I recommend that the common council 
Immediately require that company in do 
its fall duty wito reference to the streets 
It occupies, and if tbe requirement be 
disregarded that the franchise of 
the 
company be forfeited and the oity attor­ 
ney be instructed to begin proceedings 
against tbe company for damages. 
What I have said generally with refer­ 
ence to streets includes sidewalks. Many 
of our sidewalks are cut of repair ami in 
• diDgercus condition. 
The provisions 
of the (Charter permits this to ba reme­ 
died without expense to tbe city. A e«re­ 
td! inspection of all sidewalks should bs 
O lde and repairs of all insufficient walks 
orders! enforced. 
There are manyiplaoes somewhat in the 
outskirts of our city where sidewalks do 
not exist and where they are much need-
